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This application is rejected for the following reason. A response should 
be filed within sixty days from the mailing date of this Notification. 



This application does not fulfill the requirements of Japanese Patent Law 



corresponding to a change in lift-off contained in the output of a detecting coil, 
which contains almost no component of a magnetic field, which is generated by an 
exciting coil, in a direction crossing the detecting coil in a space inside the 
detecting coil, by providing the detecting coil composed of a conductor wound in a 
triangular shape with one side of the triangle positioned on said exciting coil side, 
and with a vertex opposite to the one side apart from said exciting coil. 

The inventions described in claims 2 and 3 aim at detecting a flaw 
accurately in a stable manner irrespective of the direction of the flaw, and by 
providing, as the main feature, a detection coil whose center axis is in a direction 
crossing the center axis direction of the exciting coil in the center axis of the

The invention described in Claim 1 aims at reducing a noise component

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exciting coil, the detecting coil being rotated about the center axis of the exciting 
coil. 

The inventions described in claims 4 and 5 aim at detecting a Haw 
accurately in a stable manner irrespective of the direction of the flaw, by providing, 
as the main feature, a plurality of detection coils, whose center axes are in a 
plurality of different directions respectively crossing the center axis direction of 
the exciting coil in the center axis of the* exciting coil, on the center axis of the 
exciting coil. 

Thus, since the above inventions are different in the objectives or 
different in the main features and they are not new, the claims of the invention do 
not fulfill the requirements of Japanese Patent Law provisions 37(l) and 37(2). 

In the above cases, since the common objectives of the inventions 
described in claims 2 and 3 and the inventions described in claims 4 and 5 are 
known in the field of eddy current testing, they do not constitute objectives valid 
in Japanese Patent Law provision 37(l). 

Further, the above claims fail to fulfill the requirements of Japanese 
Patent Law provisions 37(3)*(5). 

As this application do not conform to the rules of Japanese Patent Law 
provision 37, no examination has been made about the novelty or inventive steps 
of the inventions described in claims 2-5. 
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This recordation is not included in the Reason for Rejections. 
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
